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Jobcentre refuses to provide details of escaped criminal to police

AN ESCAPED convict who threatened to mur¬ 
der his boss remained at large after Jobcentre 
staff said his address was 'personal information'. 

Police hunting Steven Evans - on the run from 
a life sentence - accused Southend Jobcentre of 
hampering their investigation. 

The Taxpayers' Alliance described the incident 
as 'a farce that would be comical if it hadn't been 
so potentially dangerous'. 

Evans, 56, secured a job using a false name at 
Southend company Clarkwood Communications 
(CWC) through Government-funded recruitment 
agency Ingeus, where he was sent by Jobcentre. 

He had absconded from prison 10 years into a 
life sentence, handed down in 2003 for an attack 
on a fellow learner at a skills college in Southend. 

He had a disagreement with his victim during 
a class, then 'laid in wait' in a nearby car park 
and repeatedly struck the man about the head 
with a metal bar. 

After serving 10 years he was placed in HMP 
Ford, an open prison in Sussex, where he was 
allowed out on day release in March 2013. But 
he never returned. 

He began living under the name Steven Canfield, 
one of his known aliases. He used the name to sign 
up for Jobcentre. His true identity was uncovered 
by CWC when staff Googled him after he threat¬ 
ened to kill his boss over a pay dispute. 

A company spokesman said bosses found their 
new employee on a Crimestoppers 'most wanted' 
list. 

The spokesman said he found it 'staggering' that 
a Government agency could sign up a violent fugi¬ 
tive and send him to work for a local company. 

Investigating officer DS Mike Calvert, 
Southend CID, said Evans had emailed his boss, 
who was on holiday at the time, threatening to 
kill him in front of his family when he touched 
down in London. 

DS Calvert attempted to get Evans's address 



DS Mike Calvert said Jobcentre staff had 
hampered the search for the violent fugitive 

from Southend Jobcentre, which refused to hand 
it over and referred him to another body called 
the National Disclosure Unit. 

He said: “I rang that body and it was closed. I 
called Jobcentre back and said I was hunting a 
dangerous criminal who had threatened to kill 
someone and I needed the address urgently, but 
they just kept saying 'Data Protection'.” 

The failure to hand over the address meant police 
were unable to find Evans before the man he had 
threatened returned to the UK. He and his family 
had to be met and chaperoned by armed police 
when they landed at Gatwick Airport. 

DS Calvert said: “Jobcentre referred a danger¬ 
ous criminal to a company and should have 
released details immediately. They refused to 
give us those details, which hampered our abili¬ 
ty to track him down as soon as possible.” 

After making local enquiries, officers arrested 
Evans in Bridgwater Drive, Westcliff, on 
Tuesday, September 9. He appeared at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court on Saturday, 
September 13, where he admitted making the

threats and absconding from prison. 

He was given a four month sentence, to be 
served alongside his existing life sentence. He is 
currently being held at Chelmsford Prison. 

John O'Connell, director of the Taxpayers' 
Alliance, said: “The sheer incompetence appar¬ 
ent throughout this entire episode is remarkable. 
It's the 21st century, so there's no excuse for 
there not to be some way of checking whether 
new jobseekers are who they say they are. At the 
end of this sorry episode, taxpayers have ended 
up picking up the bill for a farce that would be 
comical if it wasn't so potentially dangerous.” 

The Department for Work and Pensions defend¬ 
ed Jobcentre staff. A spokesman said: “Jobcentre 
staff followed the correct procedure in registering 
this individual after he produced forms of identifi¬ 
cation, including a birth certificate. 

“As you'd expect, we do not just give out peo¬ 
ple's personal information over the phone. 
Jobcentre referred the police to the National 
Disclosure Unit, which would have been able to 
provide all the information they needed.”

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Images of children found 
on deputy head’s computer

INDECENT images of pupils 
have been found on a computer at 
the home of a deputy headteacher 
who was recently found dead. 

Essex Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation into allegations that 
deputy head, of Thorpe Hall 
School, in Southend, Martin 
Goldberg, had bought material 
online which may have included 
images of naked boys. 

Officers visited Goldberg, at his 
home in Shoeburyness, on 
Tuesday, September 9, as part of 
the inquiry. 

He was not arrested due to a lack 
of evidence, but police were called 
back to the property the next day 
where he was found dead. 

An inquest is due to be held later 
this year. The provisional cause of 
death is by hanging. 

The force has continued its 
investigation into the original alle¬ 
gations that surfaced from police in 
Toronto in November, 2013. 

Officers have examined computer 
equipment and other media devices 
found at the 46-year-old's home. 

Images recovered from the 
devices appear to have come from 
a camera that was hidden in a bag 
and used to film male students in 


the schools changing rooms, in 
the changing rooms of Southend 
Leisure and Tennis Centre and 
two other unidentified locations. 

In total 75 images in the school's 
changing rooms classified as inde¬ 
cent have been recovered. 

A total of 465 indecent images 
from the swimming pool and 38 
from the other locations have been 
found. 

Specialist detectives have identi¬ 
fied four of the children and have 
spoken to their parents to tell them 
of Goldberg's actions. 

Officers believe the images date 
as far back as 2000 when the boys 
were aged between nine and 12. 

There is no evidence to point 
towards any inappropriate physical 
contact with any of the children. 

Goldberg's inquest opened on 
Monday, September 15, and 
police released information about 
the investigation 15 days later. 

Essex police has has set up a 
special number for people to call 
if they have any concerns or 
believe they have information on 
the investigation.

158 0010. 

Headteacher Andrew Hampton 
said he was unaware his deputy 
was leading a 'double life'. 

In a statement, he said: “The 


school governors and staff are all 
very shocked by the news about Mr 
Goldberg. He was a well-regarded 
teacher who had an exemplary 
record during his 23 years at the 
school and there were no indica¬ 
tions whatsoever that Mr Goldberg 
was leading a double life. 

“Everyone at Thorpe Hall School 
feels surprised, angry and betrayed. 
Our immediate focus is on support¬ 
ing our pupils, parents and staff at 
this difficult time. An incident such 
as this is very alarming and no one 
could have foreseen it. 

“Our safeguarding policies were 
inspected in March by the 
Independent Schools Inspectorate 
and judged to be fully compliant 
within the ISI’s rigorous frame¬ 
work. There were no recommen¬ 
dations for areas to improve. 
Despite this, we are re-enforcing 
our safeguarding procedures to 
ensure our provision goes beyond 
the highest standards expected of 
all UK schools and are as water¬ 
tight as it is possible to have them. 

“We will also be providing addi¬ 
tional staff training in safeguard¬ 
ing and will continue our close 
working relationship with the 
local authority. Our aim now is to 
move forward, with the safeguard¬ 
ing of our pupils and the quality of 
their education remaining our 
very highest priority.” 


Council claims to have no knowledge of allegations 


SOUTHEND Council has insisted it 
knew nothing about Goldberg's alleged 
offending - even though Essex Police 
allegedly knew nine months before 
interviewing him. 

Councillor Anne Jones, lead member 
for children and learning, said: “I am 
extremely shocked and upset to hear 
this news. 

“We have been working very closely 
with Essex Police and Thorpe Hall 


School since this matter was drawn to 
our attention earlier this month. 

“As a parent myself, I can understand 
how upsetting this must be to all those 
concerned. 

“The council’s primary focus at this 
time are the children and families direct¬ 
ly involved from Thorpe Hall school, as 
well as working with partner agencies to 
ensure the necessary support is available 
to the wider community. 


“We have been informed by the 
Police that some of these images were 
covertly taken at Southend Leisure and 
Tennis Centre swimming pool chang¬ 
ing rooms, and are therefore working 
with Legacy Leisure who operate the 
facility on our behalf. 

“Legacy Leisure has fully cooperated 
with the Police investigation. They 
have rigorous safeguarding arrange¬ 
ments in place which they continue to 


monitor and review to ensure that they 
are of the highest standard. We will 
continue to work closely with Essex 
Police, Essex County Council and oth¬ 
ers to provide that support and ensure 
that all appropriate action is taken. 

“Members of the community are 
encouraged to access the Essex Police 
helpline or contact the Council’s 
Children’s Services should they have 
any concerns.” 


Investigation 
gone ‘badly 
wrong’ 

POLICE commissioner Nick 
Alston said he believed Essex 
Police's investigation into Martin 
Goldberg had gone 'badly wrong'. 

He ordered an investigation into 
why it took officers so long to 
investigate the teacher, despite 
receiving intelligence that he had 
bought indecent images of 
children. 

Mr Alston said: “I understand the 
original information from police in 
Toronto suggesting that Goldberg 
had purchased videos of naked 
boys several years ago was received 
by Essex Police in late November 
2013. The Police Online 
Investigation Team first visited 
Goldberg on September 9, 2014. 

“It is important that we 
understand why it took nine months 
for the force to act on this 
information. There may be valid 
reasons but we deserve an 
explanation. 

“Essex Police has referred aspects 
of this case to the Independent 
Police Complaints Commission and 
I expect the independent watchdog 
to investigate thoroughly and 
rigorously. It would be wrong of 
me to pre-empty the findings of 
that investigation, but my initial 
judgement is that it is likely that 
something has gone badly wrong 
here. 

“I have also asked Essex Police 
urgently to review any information 
or intelligence they possess, such 
as the material from police in 
Toronto, about potential paedophile 
activity in our county and the 
processes for risk assessment 
reports of such activity.”

Ambulance staff 
win top awards

War memorials 
get deep clean 


ESSEX ambulance staff have won top accolades at the 
national awards for patient care. 

The control room staff at the East of England Ambulance 
Service NHS Trust (EEAST) collected awards from the 
International Academies of Emergency Dispatch (IAED) in 
Bristol on Thursday. Jenny Coventry from Chelmsford was 
named as dispatcher of the year, while Becca Howarth from 
Norwich as clinician of the year. 

Jenny is tasked with making sure patients receive the right 
help when they need it by dispatching emergency resources, 
while Becca gives clinical advice to patients when they may 
not need an ambulance. 

Gary Morgan, head of Emergency Operation Centre 
(EOC), who attended the ceremony, said: “It was great to 
see Becca and Jenny receiving their awards and being 
recognised for their excellent work. They thoroughly 
deserve it and with five of our EOC staff from across the 
region making the final stage, this reflects the great work 
carried out across our control rooms.” 


EXPERTS are to give a £30,000 deep clean to 
two of Southend’s war memorials to keep 
them in mint condition for future generations. 

The work to preserve and repair Southend 
Cenotaph and the war memorial at Campfield 
Road, Shoebury, are due to be finished in 
time for the Remembrance Day parades in 
November. 

The Grade II listed Cenotaph, at the Cliffs, 
Southend, will be shrouded in scaffolding 
while cleaning and stone conservation work 
is carried out. 

The project team consulted with planning 
officers and the War Memorials Trust on how 
best to ensure the Cenotaph is preserved, and 
recommendations included replacing dam¬ 
aged steps, repointing paving and repairing 
damaged paintwork. 

The monument was built in 1920 to com¬ 


memorate those killed in the First World War 
and was designed by architect Sir Edwin 
Lutyens, who is also responsible for the 
Cenotaph in Whitehall, London. 

The memorial on the green area next to the 
ambulance station at Campfield Road, 
Shoeburyness, will be restored to its original 
glory. Paint will be cleaned off and the struc¬ 
ture treated with a sealant. 

Councillor for enterprise, tourism and eco¬ 
nomic development, Graham Longley, said it 
was fitting the work is taking place as the 
borough commemorates the 100th anniver¬ 
sary of the start of the Great War. 

Cllr Longley said: “It is essential to main¬ 
tain the memorials in the best possible condi¬ 
tion, to help us constantly realise and remem¬ 
ber how many people in our borough made 
the ultimate sacrifice.”

AN AUDIENCE will get a different 
slant on Hadleigh's mountain bike 
course at a pop-up cinema, part of the 
town's art trail. 

Local videographer Dave Black has 
shot film of the British mountain bike 
team tackling the modified Olympic 
course from a drone. 

The Shoebury-based photographer 
branched out to use 'remotely piloted 
multi-rotors to capture amazing shots of 
local sites. 

He will let his audience at the Old Fire 
Station temporary cinema in on some of 
the tricks of trade, demonstrating the 
technology, filming and editing tech¬ 
niques as well as giving a glimpse of his 
portfolios of aerial videos. 


“Using a drone is an exciting way to 
film, but it is pretty tightly regulated,” 
Dave said. “I have to have CAA 
approval to perform the aerial work I do 
as Blackwing Aerial Services.” 

He flies a 1.2kg remote controlled 
quadcopter to film his videos. It looks a 
bit like an angry insect with its many 
propellers, but Dave said is great for low 
level surveys for his clients - in building 
maintenance, construction, architecture 
or farming. 

“I can film from it or use a video link, 
which would be useful to use at the 
scene of an accident to see what's need¬ 
ed,” he added. 

Dave has an an impressive video 
library ranging from local beauty spots 


like Shoebury Common Beach, 
Hadleigh Farm, Leigh, to events like 
this year's Southend Half Marathon to 
picturesque locations in France and 
Spain. 

Dave will be at the pop-up cinema on 
Wednesday, October 8, doors open at 
6.30pm. The art trail starts this week 
and runs until Saturday, Octoberll, 
including work from more than 50 
artists on display in local shops plus 
artist demonstrations and workshops, a 
chance to meet exhibitors, live music 
and a schools' Christmas card contest.

SOUTHEND rail travellers will be invited to 
help shape train company c2c’s new timetable. 

The operator, which runs the Shoeburyness to 
London Fenchurch Street line, will bring in a 
new timetable at the end of next year. 

A spokesman said the group will be launching 
a public consultation in the coming weeks. 

One plan is to run ‘improved late-night ser¬ 
vices’, after customers have often complained 
that trains stop running too early. 

However, a spokesman said the company was 


unlikely to run services throughout the night, 
even when several Tube lines switch over to a 24- 
hour service in September next year. 

He said: “We’ll be launching our consultation 
on the new c2c timetable soon and this will 
include improved late-night services. 

“But Network Rail still requires overnight 
access to the tracks for their engineers to main¬ 
tain the line and keep it running smoothly. 

“That means additional overnight trains are 
unlikely at this stage.”

Jail sentences for

TWO CHEATS who fraudulently pocketed 
around £14,000 in benefits have been prose¬ 
cuted by Rochford Council. 

Daniel Hunt, 33, formerly from Castle Road, 
Rochford was sentenced to eight months in 
jail suspend for a year after he admitted 
receiving £10,000 in housing and council tax 
benefits.

Councillor Cheryl Roe portfolio holder for 
governance at Rochford Council, which 
brought the prosecutions, said: “Benefit fraud 
is a disgraceful crime because it is the abuse 
of a system which is there for those in genuine 
need. 

“We have an excellent fraud investigation 
team at the council, which will pursue those 
who take it upon themselves to break the law.” 

Hunt and Currie must also repay the over¬ 
payments in full.

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No grounds to pursue Hanningfield 
over his county council expenses 


LORD Hanningfield was not pursued 
over his Essex County Council 
expenses because there were ‘no clear 
grounds’ to ask for the money back. 

County Hall made the admission 
under Freedom of Information laws, in 
response to questions from a resident. 

A document on the council’s website 
said officers spent almost £30,000 on 
lawyers trying to recoup £50,689.24 


expenses, even though the council 
believed the peer had ‘no intention to 
commit a fraud’ and ‘neither was there 
clear grounds for a civil action to 
recover a debt’. 

The chances of winning court cases 
were therefore considered to be ‘very 
low’. The council admitted there was 
no legal basis to demand the money 
back, after a resident asked in writing 


why the peer had not been taken to 
court. 

The council had previously suggested 
it would sue the former council leader 
to recoup his expenses, spending 
£28,043.50 on legal advice. 

Current leader David Finch (Con) 
then publicly called on the peer to 
repay the money of his own volition. 

The new document conceded that 


the peer had not broken any of the 
council’s rules. 

It said: “The decision not to under¬ 
take legal proceedings against Lord 
Hanningfield was made by the leader 
of the council, having received advice 
from both our internal and external 
auditors as well as legal advice from 
our own lawyers and counsel. 

“The advice from counsel was that 


there was no intention to commit a 
fraud and neither was there clear 
grounds for a civil action to recover a 
debt. 

“Furthermore, should Essex Council 
have considered taking such action, 
the chances of success were consid¬ 
ered to be very low and the legal costs 
could be between £100,000 and 
£120,000.”

NOT so long ago, in an

Balancing 
the books 

IN March, 2010 I wrote to 
Vince Cable deploring the 
actions of successive govern¬ 
ments in increasing the mini¬ 
mum wage and then taking a 
cut by way of PAYE and NIC 
contributions. 

The matter of the minimum 
wage since then has been taken 
up by Danny Alexander, Ed 
Miliband and George Osborne to 
name but a few. However, they 


all fail to address the fundamen¬ 
tal aspects of such need, i.e. the 
cost of living through inflation. 

My state pension is automati¬ 
cally raised relative to the effects 
of inflation, causing me to won¬ 
der at the wisdom of employing 
the Low Wage Unit when that 
rate too can be automatic. 

The tax free band should 
similarly be increased to 
ensure that the figure, consid¬ 
ered the minimum for a less 
than reasonable standard of 
living, should not contribute to 
the Treasury's coffers. 

That benefit should not be 
extended to standard and higher 
rate taxpayers and I have assessed 
that the tax I presently pay could 
be maintained by increasing the 
minimum rate to 26p in the 
pound of taxable income. This 
would ensure that no one pays 
neither more nor less than they 
would have done before imple¬ 
mentation of successive increases 
in the tax tree allowance. 

It is apparent, however, that, 
despite Tory cries of distress, in 
order to balance the budget there 
needs to be an increase in taxa¬ 
tion for there is a limit to the 
cuts in government expenditure. 

Return to the early Thatcher 
days of a top earned tax rate of 
60p would be appropriate. 

Insofar as the government 
constantly pleads for the hard 
working taxpayers, what about 
those in receipt of unearned 
income, landlords among 
many others, though I would 
not expect the rate to be 97p 
as it was in the past.

Vanishing act 


GONE GIRL (18,149 MINS) 


I GNORANCE is bliss when it 
comes to Gone Girl. If, like me, 
you haven't read Gillian Flynn's 
2012 psychological thriller and you 
know nothing of the serpentine 
twists that propelled the novel to the 
top of the bestsellers list then jeal¬ 
ously guard your cluelessness. 

There's an undeniable delight 
watching Flynn wrong-foot us with 
this spiky satire on media manipula¬ 
tion and the glossy facade of 
celebrity marriages. 

When the central characters 
promise to love, honour and obey, 
till death do them part, one of them 
takes that vow very seriously. 

Admittedly, you have to dig deep 
beneath the surface of David 
Fincher's polished film to find the jet 
black humour but it's there, walking 
hand-in-hand with sadism and torture 
that propel the narrative towards its 
unconventional denouement. 

The film version of Gone Girl is dis¬ 
tinguished by a career-best perfor¬ 
mance from Rosamund Pike as the 
pretty wife, who vanishes without 
trace on her fifth wedding anniver¬ 


sary and is presumed dead at the 
hands of her handsome husband 
(Ben Affleck). 

Pike has to plumb the depths of 
human emotion in a demanding and 
complex role, by turns brittle and 
steely, terrified and driven. 

She's almost certain to earn her 
first Oscar nomination. 

In stark contrast, Affleck is solid 
but little more as the spouse who 
pleads his ignorance but hides 
secrets from the people he adores. 

As battles of the sexes go, it's a 
resolutely one-sided skirmish. 

On the morning of his anniversary, 
Nick Dunne (Affleck) calls detectives 
Rhonda Boney (Kim Dickens) and 
Jim Gilpin (Patrick Fugit) to his 
home. 

There are signs of a struggle and 
his wife Amy (Pike) is missing. 

Nick's sister Margo (Carrie Coon), 
who has never liked Amy, assures 
her sibling that everything will be 
fine. 

"Whoever took her's bound to 
bring her back," she quips cattily. 

Nick and Amy's distraught parents 
(David Clennon, Lisa Beth) front a 
high-profile media campaign to 


secure the safe return of "amazing 
Amy". 

In the glare of the spotlight, frac¬ 
tures appear in the Dunnes' mar¬ 
riage and police and public question 
Nick's innocence. 

Gone Girl holds our attention for 
the majority of the bloated 149- 
minute running time, with a couple 
of lulls and a disjointed final act. 

Pike's mesmerising theatrics light 
up the screen and there is strong 
support from Neil Patrick Harris as 
Amy's creepy old flame. 

Fincher's direction is lean, comple¬ 
mented by snappy editing and a 
discordant score by Trent Reznor 
and Atticus Ross, who won the 
Oscar for their music to The Social 
Network. 

Once you regain your balance 
from Flynn pulling the rug from 
under your feet, this is a slick yet 
slightly underwhelming whodunit 
that doesn't quite scale the dizzy 
heights of shock and suspense pre¬ 
viously achieved by Jagged Edge, 
The Usual Suspects or indeed, 
Fincher's 2005 film, Se7en.

Landlord Question 

When I take a deposit and a tenant moves out what will be allowed 
to be fair wear and tear and not deducted from the deposit? 

Think Property Answer 

Fair wear and tear means making an allowance for: - 
1*the original age, quality and condition of any item at 
commencement of the tenancy 

2*the average useful lifespan to value ratio (depreciation) of the item 
3. the reasonable expected usage of such an item 
4* the number and type of occupants in the property 
5* the length of the tenant's occupancy 

We'd say that there several points to make in addition to this very 
helpful guidance. Generally, you're not going to be able to claim for 
the full cost of replacing an item but merely a contribution towards 
its repair or replacement. Secondly, the type of tenant you have taken 
on makes a difference. So, if you've let the property to parents with 
kids or students, people with pets or smokers and that was 
recognized in the agreement, then you can't penalize tenants for 
behaving as anyone would reasonably expect them to. 

Dealing with delicate edge-cases is a skilful balancing act. But try and 
be fair. Don't be a quibbler. Don't forget, your time is valuable too. If 
you spend several weeks, numerous phone calls and not a little stress 
quibbling over £50, then you're onto a loser

Pull plug on black 
boxes says survey

THE day of the automotive 
black box is looming large 
but a section of British 
motorists has already given 
it the thumbs down. 

The EU plans to introduce 
so-called ‘spy boxes’ in cars 
which can monitor how a 
vehicle has been driven have 
been known for some time 
and the technology is ready 
for the idea's adoption. 

But a web-based survey 
by the leading car super¬ 
market Motorpoint found 
71.5 per cent of drivers 
opposed regulations that 
will see ‘black boxes’ built 
into all new cars from 
October 2015. 

Although just under 2,000 
people participated in the 
poll on the company’s web¬ 
site, it gives an idea of just 
how unpopular this move is. 

The telematics technology 
would keep track Big 
Brother-style of how fast 
their customers drive, how 
hard they brake and how 
many journeys a year they 
take. 

It is based on the eCall 
system that is used by a 
number of car manufactur¬ 
ers to make it easier for the 
emergency services to track 


crashed vehicles. 

Anyone who refuses to 
have a ‘black box’ fitted ret¬ 
rospectively to an existing 
vehicle could see a spike in 
their insurance premiums as 
a result. 

Furthermore, motorists 
won’t be able to switch off 
the device and testing is 
expected to form part of the 
MoT. 

Mark Carpenter, managing 
director of Motorpoint, said: 
“You can’t argue with the 
benefits of a device being 
used to make it easier for 
the emergency services to 
track a vehicle but the 


results of our poll are defini¬ 
tive - UK drivers don’t want 
costly Big Brother style 
devices attached to their 
cars which have the poten¬ 
tial to track their movements 
24/7.” 

You have to admit that the 
idea does not have its mer¬ 
its, especially as proof of 
safe driving. 

But there is that underlying 
factor that that old estab¬ 
lished right of privacy in 
motoring is being eroded 
and the result of the 
Motorpoint survey under¬ 
lines the concern over that 
fact without question.

SOUTHEND United made it four 
Sky Bet League Two victories in a 
row after Shaquile Coulthirst's bril¬ 
liant early header and a resolute 
defensive display earned three price¬ 
less points against fellow promotion 
hopefuls Shrewsbury Town. 

The Blues went into this encounter 
off the back of notable triumphs over 
Portsmouth, Cheltenham Town and 
York City in the space of eight days, 
and sitting healthily in fourth place. 
Meanwhile, mid-week Carling Cup 
giant killers Shrewsbury, were just 
two points, and indeed places, behind 
their hosts. However, suitably buoyed 
by that fantastic success over Cham¬ 
pionship highflyers Norwich City, 
this appeared to be anything but an 
easy ride for Phil Brown's men, and 
so it proved. 

Perhaps with continuity in 
mind. Brown stuck with the same 
eleven that had won narrowly at 
Bootham Crescent a week previous, 
with you ng starlet Jack Payne once 
again retaining his place following a 
series of eye-catching displays. 

And within two minutes Blues 
were ahead. Skipper John White 
picked out Coulthirst with a delicious 
centre, and the Tottenham Hotspur 
loanee headed beyond Shrews keeper 
Jason Leutwiler to send the home 
support into raptures. 

Shocked Shrewsbury looked for an 
immediate response, but James 
Collins effort was just off target, 
while Ryan Woods teasing cross was 
dealt with by Blues keeper Daniel 
Bentley. 

Soon after, Coulthirst came close to 
a second, this time Leutwiler pro¬ 
duced a brilliant save after Kevan 
Hurst had picked him out with a 
quite exquisite pass. Meanwhile at 
the other end, Jean-Louis Akpa 
Akpro struck the woodwork as the 
end to end nature of the game contin¬ 
ued. Then Bentley did well to grasp 
Li am Lawrence' shot from distance 
as the visitors continued to probe. 

Ryan Woods was denied by a fan¬ 
tastic last ditch tackle from Luke 
Prosser as Shrewsbury started to turn 
the screw, while Bentley was forced 
to scramble low to his left to keep out 
another effort from Lawrence. 

Blues looked to rally. Hurst pulled 
a shot wide after good approach 
work from Payne and White, but it 
was the Shrews who continued to 
dictate, Connor Goldson was next to 
try his luck for the Shropshire outfit, 
this time just off target after Woods 
had found him in an acre of space. 

Southend started to regain their 


rhythm. Jerome Binnom-Williams 
was wayward after a flowing move 
involving the industrious Payne, 
while Connor Clifford fired into the 
Shrews wall after Hurst had teed him 
up from a dead ball situation. Then 
Northern Ireland under 21 int erna- 
tional defender Adam Thompson 
warmed Leutwiler's palms with a 
thuimping header. 

As the half drew to its conclusion, 
Shrewsbury's frustrations surfaced as 
Lawrence was cautioned by referee 
Kevin Johnson for what appeared to 
be a high boot on Bentley. The Blues 
keeper was clearly incensed by the 
incident, but the period concluded 
with no further activity. 

The second half began at an alto¬ 
gether more subdued tempo. Prosser 
was stunned, and needed treatment, 
after Woods rasping effort hit him 
full in the face, while 
Leutwiler made an unorthodox stop 
to thwart Myles Weston. 

Lawrence' frustrating 

afternoon continued, and indeed con¬ 
cluded, when the Shrewsbury man 
tempestuously kicked out at the 
dugout after being replaced by Andy 
Mangan. While the other side of the 
white line , both Mickey Demetriou 
and Jordan Clark fired over from out¬ 
side the box, and Apra Akpo headed 
on to the roof of the net from close 
range. Nevertheless the game had 
lost its way, with a general untidiness 
now seemingly having taken hold of 
proceedings and slightly pacifying 
the crowd of 6,951. 

Substitute Barr Corr should have 
doubled Blues advantage, heading 


directly into Leutwiler's midriff after 
Weston's run and cross, then Weston 
himself could have done better, only 
finding the side netting after 
Coulthirst had played him in. 

Bentley had been a spectator for 
much of the second half, but the 
Blues keeper had to react quickly 
after Ashley Vincent found room to 
send an effort towards the target, 
while Corr was wayward with an 
angled drive after Coulthirst had 
done the donkey work. 

Then came a flashpoint. Substitute 
Mangan was high and late on Bent¬ 
ley, giving ref Johnson little option 
other than to brandish a second yel¬ 
low card for the Shrewsbury man. 

James Wesolowski headed over as 
the Shrews threw the 
proverbial kitchen sink in the final 
stages, but Blues held firm for what 
could prove to be a massive three 
points against one of the division's 
better teams. 

Afterwards, a delighted Phil Brown 
said: “The sign of a good side is one 
that doesn't play well but gets a 
results and that was us today. We did¬ 
n't play well. 

“The team deserve credit, they 
worked very hard. We scored so early 
and it put their team on the back foot. 
Micky Mellon's a tactician and he 
had to do it early on. 

Brown added: “With Micky chang¬ 
ing his tactics, I had to do the same. 
We could have got a second goal to 
make it comfortable but we didn't. 
However, I'm delighted for them 
because a 1-0 win means the mental¬ 
ity is very good in there. 


“It was a real tough struggle today 
against a team that have a lot of qual¬ 
ity.” 

Brown was quick to praise match 
winner Shaquile Coulthirst, saying: 
I'm delighted for Shaq to score. I think 
he deserved it today and would have 
had a couple more if it wasn't for their 
goalkeeper. He looked acros s around 
the hour mark wondering if he'd be 
coming off but he deserved to stay on 
and he had a great 90 minutes. 

"The confidence that will give him 
will be a big positive heading into 
another tough game against More- 
cambe next week.” 

Blues defender Adam Thompson 
said: "It was a great time to score and 
showed again - like we did at York - 
we start bright. It was a long old time 
to hold onto it and defend it against a 
side that is a very good team. 

Blues will look to make it five wins 
on the spin when bogey team More- 
cambe visit Roots Hall next Satur¬ 
day, October 4, kick-off 3pm.

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WHY HAS THE WAY I REGISTER 
TO VOTE CHANGED? 


HOW DO I KNOW IF I NEED TO 
DO ANYTHING? 


The new way of registering to 
vote is called Individual Electoral 
Registration (IER). This new 
process was introduced nationally 
in June 2014 to help tackle 
electoral fraud and enable online 
registration, making it easier and 
more convenient to ensure that you 
are registered to vote. 

It also means that each individual 
living in a property is responsible 
for registering to vote, not the ‘head 
of household’ as has been the case 
previously. 


The majority of residents have been 
transferred over automatically to the 
new register. If you have received 
a letter confirming this, then you do 
not need to do anything. 

If you have been sent an ‘invitation 
to register’ or a ‘household 
enquiry form’, you have not been 
automatically transferred and need 
to respond to these forms.
